It is imperative that U. S. 
corporations fight back 
against the noisy critics. 
The public, too, should re¬ 
member that colleges and 
universities have been turn¬ 
ing out even greater num¬ 
bers of critics of our society 
and fewer 'builders and do¬ 
ers. The U. S. corporation 
represents the constructive 
force in the nation — the 
doers. Thus it is under at¬ 
tack from the Liberal-Left 
ideologues and from the 
talkers who .speak glibly of 
"radically restructuring” 
American society. 

What is the alternative to 
the American corporation? 
The only alternative is a 
govornment agency — an 
enterprise controlled by bu¬ 
reaucrats. That isn’t a valid 


alternative. The history of 
many nations shows that 
government agencies are; 
inefficient producers and 
managers. The move from 
a free enterprise system to 
a socialist system is a re¬ 
actionary, backward step. 
Yet, that is the direction in 
which the critics of the U. S. 
corporation are attempting 
to move the country. They 
are determined to turn back 
the clock to statism. But 
business must make that 
fact clear to the U. S. pub¬ 
lic. Business must speak out 
and explain how the hate- 
the-corporation attitude is 
destructive of the comfort¬ 
able life enjoyed' by the Am¬ 
erican people.

longs the life of trees which 
would otherwise decay and 
die. Some of the old oaks 
on his Grand View avenue 
place were rotting in places; 
in some cases hollows exist¬ 
ing in the trunks. By thor¬ 
oughly cleaning out the de¬ 
cayed places and removing 
all dead' matter the hollows 
are prepared for the inser¬ 
tion of a cement mixture. 
This thoroughly fills the 
cavity, keeps out air and 
moisture and prevents fur¬ 
ther decay. At the same 
time the original contour of 
the trunk is preserved. This 
treatment has worked with 
striking success in the trees 
of Pomona college campus 
at Claremont and in the 
Busoh Gardens of Pasadena. 
Probably the work .now in 
progress on Mr. Camp’s 
grounds is the first attempt¬ 
ed in Sierra Madre. ITie 
preservation of the greatly 
admired live oaks is well 
worth the cost of the work.

Ten Years Ago:

There was the pas-sing of 
an era Monday .night as the 
Sierra Mad're Board of 
School Trustees held its fin¬ 
al meeting at Sierra Madre 
School — an era componnd- 
ed of distinctive construc¬ 
tive achievements in the 
field of education for this 
“Little Foothill City of Liv¬ 
ability.” There was an air 
of mock bravado, too, of af¬ 
fected cheerfulne.ss that 
failed totally to hid the sad' 
ne.ss inherent in the passing 
of an' in.stitution whose ex¬ 
cellent records delve back 
into the past decades — for 
76 years. 

Tlie Sierra Madre Elemen¬ 
tary School District becomes 
part of the Pasadena Ele¬ 
mentary School District on 
July 1. 'This was voted over¬ 
whelmingly by the people of 
.Sierra Madre at a special 
election last October. 


In the dim light of the

In restaurants the hors 
d'’oeuvres are wheeled 
around on a cart for the 
guest to make his own 
choice. 30 or more may be 
served in the better resta''!- 
rants. 

A favorite .hors d’oeuvre in 
France is a half of a hard- 
boiled egg decorated with 
two crossed fillets of an¬ 
chovies o,n a leaf of lettuce. 
Sometimes these are served 
with a paste of crushed gar¬ 
lic, capers and anchovies 
blended with oil, vinegar, 
salt a'nd pepper. An unusual 
hors d’oeuvre are radishes 
served with butter. These 
are out into roses and plac¬ 
ed on a silver or glass dish. 
Butter curls are served sep¬ 
arately and spread on the 
radishes the way butter is 
spread' on bread. 

The Italians are partial to 
all .sorts of pickled antipasti 
which are bought in delica¬ 
tessen stores or i.n cans or 
jars. A formal antipasto 
call for various meats in 
aspic. 'The Italians use mel¬ 
ons or fresh figs served with 
prosciutto. 

The English appetizers or 
savories are usually hot and 
are made from fish, cheese, 
and eggs served on toast. 
These are served at the end 
of dinner after the dessert 
to clear the palate for the 
port and' other spirits. This 
habit goes back to the IStli 
century when the “.sweets” 
consisted of well-boiled or 
baked puddings. Some of 
the best Icnown savories are 
toasted prunes in bacon, 
deviled almonds and angels 
on horseback, which is an 
oy.ster or clam wrapped in 
bacon and' broiled. 

In Sweden hors d’oeuvres 
are called smorgabrod. In 
Dcmmark, smorrebrod, in' 
Norway kolt bord, and 
i.n Finland voileipapopta. 
These consist of sand'wiches, 
aspics, salad.s, and hot dish¬ 
es with which the Nordics 
begin their meals. 

The origin of this spread 
of Scandinavian cooking 
goes back to the days when 
guests used to 'bring food 
contributions for their hosts’ 
table. Tho.se contributions 
were laid out on one long 


table for the guests to help 
themseb'es. The lavish dis¬ 
play we see today is more 
American' than European. 
Tile many dishes that ap¬ 
pear in our restaurants are 
seldom found in their home¬ 
land, except for special oc¬ 
casions such as weddings. 
No more than four or five 
appetizer dishes appear on 
the family table or are 
passed on a tray. There Is 
fish, such as herring, sal¬ 
mon, eel, and shrimp, 
pickled or smoked, in aspic, 
or au gratin. The accompan¬ 
iment is askvavit, a clear, 
potent spirit which is some¬ 
times flavored' with caraway 
a.nd is served iced in small 
cordial gla.sses and is tos.sed 
down in one swallow. 

Smorgasbrod is heavy on 
preserved fish, dating from 
the times when refrigeration 
was unknown and all fish 
ha'd' to be pickled in some 
way to keep it edible. 

'The Scandinavians excel 
at presenting their foods in 
a handsome manner. Each 
dish is attractively laid out 
and garnished with hard- 
boiled eggs, sliced, quarter¬ 
ed', or riced with Siprigs of 
dill or parsley, onion rings 
and ornaments carved from 
beetroot. 

Open sandwiches are typi¬ 
cal of Denmark. These are 
piled high with flesh, fi.sh, 
or fowl. Sometimes these are 
served with vegetables and 
salads. 

A favorite open face sand¬ 
wich of Hans Christian An¬ 
derson was said to have 
been made with buttered 
rj'e bread covered with crisp 
bacon, liver pate, tomato 
.slices, and grated horserad¬ 
ish. 

A Nordic favorite is a 
.Steak Tartar sandwich 
which is raw, finely chopped 
beef combined with minced 
on'ion and' a raw egg placed 
in the center circled with 
capers, on buttered bread. 

In Europe a fruit salad is 
a dessert and is not served 
with lettuce a.nd a dre.ssing. 
A gelatin dish is also a des¬ 
sert. If a non-sweet sub¬ 
stance is jellied', it becomes 
an aspic and can be classed 
as an hors d’oeuvres.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc- 
^^^ive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh- 
of the affected business is required whenever there has 
bSkt^y change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
